SURVIVES A WRECK TO BE DROWNED. 


Train Strikes Farmer John Schick's 
Wagon and He Is Left Under Its 
Load in a Ditch. 


John Schick, a farmer at Oak Lawn, ¢s- 
ecaped one terrible death yesterday morn- 
ing only to meet another a moment later. 
He started from his home early in the morn- 
ing to bring a load of hay to the city. At 
Seventy-fifth street and Ashland avenue he 
started across the labyrinth of railroad 
tracks.

M. L. Raftree, attorney for the chief prose- 
ecutors of the Meadowcrofts, wrote to the 
Governor on Nov. 11, asking if any one had 
tried to secure a pardon.

Since then Raftree 
has had no word from the Governor and he 
was given no opportunity to present his side 
of the case. 

Gov. Altgeld's Excuse. 

Now Gov. Altgeld excuses hisaction of yes- 
the claim that the bank which 
werofts inherited from their father 
bankrupt when they assumed 
control. This assertion the prosecuting wit- 
nesses indignantly deny. They say Robert 
Meadowcroft was a man of unimpeachable 
integrity and conservative business methods. 

The allegation that the young men knew 
nothing of the condition of the institution 
until after their father’s death on Feb. 13, 
1898, is pronounced an error. They each had 
a one-fourth interest during Robert Meadow- 
croft’s lifetime and the active management 
of the institution fell upon Frank R. Meadow- 


| croft for several years before the crash. 


Charges Deliberate Plot to Wreck. 

The prosecution has charged the younger 
brother with deliberately plotting to wreck 
the bank, and cheat the depositors out of 
their savings. It is said he persuaded his 
father, during his last illness of body and 
mind, to transfer valuable real estate, which 
was the backbone of Robert Meadowcroft’s 
credit as a banker, to a messenger named 
Preutzmann, and they say it has since then 
found its way back into the hands of differ- 
ent members of the family. 

Deeds of trust were executed by the Mead- 
owcrofts’ sister on five acres of land at Cot- 
tage Grove avenue and Forty-eighth street 
soon after the trial began, and a similar in- 
strument was recorded by Mrs. Meadow- 
croft, mother .of the bankers, when the ap- 
peal to the Supreme Court of the State was 
perfected, by which she pledged a block of 
fiats in Ohio street, between Clark street 
and Dearborn avenue, to secure a loan of 
$15,000. 

Father’s Friends Wroth. 

The attempt to saddle their dead father 
with the blame for the failure has not im- 
proved the public estimation of the bankers. 

“I did business with Robert Meadowcroft 
thirty years and I am responsible for a num- 
ber of others depositing with him and sub- 
sequently with his sons,” said Fred W. 
Bipper, one of the chief prosecuting wit- 
nesses. “‘I knew he had invested the bulk 
of his funds in real estate, and I regarded 
this property as security for my money. 
So did the majority of the depositors, insofar 
as they jooked beyond Robert Meadowcroft's 
reputation for honorable dealing. Robert 
Meadowcroft was before his death practic- 
ally insane and he transferred a large 
amount of property to an office boy. 

“TIT am firmly convinced that Frank 
Meadowcroft at that time was planning for 
the failure. His brother was his dupe.” 

Found Papers Missing. . 

But in spite of this situation the Governor 
acted yesterday in behalf of the Meadow- 
crofte. He filed with the Secretary of State 
the usual formal statement of his reasons 
for exercising executive clemency and the 
petitions and letters he had received ask- 
ing for the pardon of the brothers. In some 
mysterious manner all these papers disap- 
peared yesterday afternoon in Springfield, 
soon after they were filed and before the 
newspaper men had an opportunity to ex- 
amine them.

PARDONS THE ROBBER HE SENTENCED 


Gov. Altgeld Was the Trial Judge Who 
Sent Charles Wagner to Joliet 
for Twenty Years. 


It was a matter of comment about the 
Criminal Court Building yesterday thet 
Charles Wagner, alias Otto Myerbrandt, 
one of the men pardoned by Gov. Altgeld 
Tuesday, who was convicted of robbery in 
October, 1890, and sentenced to twenty years 
in Joliet, was tried before and sentenced by 
Gov. Altgeld when the latter was Judge. 
Wagner was convicted of breaking into a 
house on the West Side, was tried as an 
habitual criminal, and Judge Altgeld denied 
the motion for a new trial, saying Wagner 
had been given a fair and impartial trial and 
deserved the punishment he reeeived. 

Wagner was a desperate man. He swore 
vengeance, and said that if he ever got out 
ef the penitentiary he would kill Detective 
Andy Rohan on sight. Eight months after 
he was sent to prison Assistant State’s- At- 
torney W. 8S. Elliott Jr. visited the peniten- 
tiary. As-the lawyer was passing the rough 
marble department where Wagner was em-~- 
ployed Wagner slipped up behind him and 
struck him a terrific blow on the head with 
a marble slab. Mr. Elliott did not fuily re- 
cover from the blow for a year. 

Michael Callopy, another of the twenty- 
years convicts sentenced in March, 1898, 
had a long record of crime in Chicago. 

Scott Walker, colored, sentenced to prison 
for life by Judge Tuley in April, 1889, whose 
sentence is commuted to twelve years, shot 
Luther Reynolds on Feb. 18, 1889, at No. 427 
State street. 

John F. Burke, who was among the par- 
doned, was sentenced to five years by Judge 
Payne in September, 1895, for manslaughter. 
He killed David Boierski on July 16, 1895, in 
May street.

Swift and Weiskopf Losers. 

The scheme of securing signatures is an old 
one, but seems to have worked successfully 
on a number of persons. Gustavus F. Switt, 
the packer, and H. Weiskopf, a grocer, No. 
3510 Vincennes avenue, are among the 
heaviest losers by the wholesale forgeries. 

A worthless check for $1,200, signed with 
Gustavus F, Swift’s name, was cashed by the 
National Live Stock Bank at the Stock- 
Yards, while checks aggregating $2,500 have 
been cashed at different banks with the sig- 
nature of H. Weiskopf & Co. attached. 

At present these are the only persons who 
the police know have been swindled. Had 
the oapture not been made yesterday, how- 
ever, many worthless checks bearing the sig- 
natures of well-known firms would have 
been floated by the forgers. 

By various means Foreman, the confessed 
leader of the gang, had obtained the 
signatures of Harlow N. Higinbotham, 
Charles J. Reid of the firm of Reid, Murdoch 
& Co., Frost Bros., and others. 


Plan of the Gang. 

The plan of the gang consisted in securing 
the signature of their victim and then forg- 
ing it at their leisure. Obtaining signatures 
of prominent persons is no easy matter, and 
the forgers resorted to a worn out but clever 
method of accomplishing this end. This 
consisted of sending a letter to the victim 
which demanded a personal reply from him. 

The following letter was sent to G. F. Swift: 

“ Dear Sir: We have a young man stop- 
ping here who claims to be your nephew 
and gives his name as George A. Swift. His 
board is long past due, and today he offered 
mea sight draft drawn upon you and signed 
by himself for the amount. Kindly send 
answer by boy, so if my suspicions are con- 
firmed I can confront him with your note 
This would greatly favor yours truly, 

[Forged signature.) “RR. C. ADAMS, 

‘M r Glendon Hotel.”’ 

Mr. Swift promptly responded that he had 
no such nephew, and when the answer was 
received his signature was cut from the let- 
ter, and in a short time Foreman, who is 
charged with having acted the part of the 
forger, imitated the signature perfectly. 

First Evidence in October. 


The first evidence of the forgeries obtained 
by the police was th¢ Swift check for $1,200. 
This was on Oct. 19, 1896. This check was 
signed in imitation of the signature of Miss 
Mattie B. CoHins, stenographer for the firm. 

O’ Rourke presented the check. Foreman 
had forged it, ng to the police view. 
After securing the h at the bank the pair 
went to the city, where they were joined 
by McCuen. Then they went to a house 
at Thirty-fourth street and Wabash avenue, 
where the money was divided. Allsix men 
were present. 

This story developed out of a confession 
secured later by the police from O’Rourke. 

One Attempt Fails. 

A few weeks afterwards Foreman wrote 
a check for $260 on the International Bank 
forging the signature of H. Weiskopf &

Expresses Contempt fo for Public Opin- 
fon and Warns Her Countrywom- 
en Against European Society.

World.}—The Princess De Chimay is still liv- 
ing with her gypsy lover at the Hotel Remi, 
Buda-Pesth, Hungary. She has dicfated the 
following message to the women of America: 

“To My Countrywomen: It is hardly nec- 
essary to say that I do not dictate this let- 
ter with the intention of influencing public 
opinion in my favor. I think I have shown 
by my actions that what is commonly called 
public ‘Opinion does not exist for me, and 
that, therefore, a regard for it could not 
in the least influence my doings. I leave 
it to anybody who so pleases to condemn or 
excuse me. I know, too, who and what the 
people often are, or pose to be, whom the 
world in which I had the misfortune to live 
can never cease praising. The judgment of 
those people is of no consequence to me. 
Nor do I intend by my letter to induce any 
of my countrywomen to follow my example. 

“ What I have done I did because I felt 
that Ihadtodoit. I hate hypocrisy and lies. 
I wanted to have done with them. I wanted 
to be free, to escape the fetid atmosphere 
in which modern society lives. Could I have 
been a man I would have become a second 
Count Tolstoi in certain respects. Whgt*l 
want to impress on my countrywomen— 
especially on those of them who, like me, 
are spoiled children of fortune—is to always 
be true to themselves and to others; never to 
give up the highest ideals of life for the sake 
of social @osition.

PALMER PAYS TRIBUTE TO TRUMBULL 


Delegated to Tender Resolutions of 
Respect from the Chicago Bar Asso- 
ciation to the Supreme Court. 


Springfield, Ill, Jan, 6.—Senator John M. 
Palmer paid tribute to the’memory of the 
late Lyman Trumbull of Chicago at a session 
of the Supreme Court held today. Senator 
Palmer was delegated to tender résolutions 
of respect in behalf of the Chicago Bar As- 
sociation, and presented a glowing eulogy 
on the deceased member of the association. 
The Bar Association, as is customary, took 
this means of placing the memorable life of 
their deceased member on the records of the 
Supreme Court. Chief Justice Magruder re- 
sponded to Senator Palmer on behalf of the 
court, and also spoke in high praise of the 
Geteased. Senator Palmer said in part: 

‘The resolute purity of Mr. Trumbul.’s 
private life repelled the reproach of all 
the seductive forms of corruption, and he was 
at the same time above the heated clamors 
of men, none of whom, no doubt, was im- 
pelled to action by the most patriotic im- 
pulses. His vote for the acquittal of An- 
drew Johnson, President of the Unit-d 
States, who was impeached by the House of 
Representatives and tried by the Senate, was 
an exhibition at once of the noble integrity 
and independence of his public life. 


‘* Mr. Trumbull was at the head of the Judi- | 


clary committee of the Senate during a great 
portion of the civil war. He watched the 
progress of that great contest with an inde- 
scribable interest. Hia mind was logical, 
but not suggestive or theoretical. He ac- 
cepted the facts of the situation as they oc- 
curred and sought to provide for them by 
apt constitutional legislation. He favored 
the amendments to the Constitution which 
the war made necessary and prepared the 
civil rights bill, which declared ‘all persons 
born within the limits of the United States 
to be Gitizens,”’ thereby avoiding an embar- 
rassing enumeration of the rights to be con- 
ferred by Congress or the States upon the 
people made free by the action of the Na- 
tional Government. 

“Mr. Trumbull as a lawyer loved the com- 
mon law. He was fond of its accurate 
definitions, its comprehensive scope, its flex- 
ibility and adaptedmess to all social and 
business changes. Like the great father of 
the common law he held it to be the perfec- 
tion of reason. But I doubt whether he 
fully understood and was duly impressed 
with that other branch, of law, that myste- 
rious science called equity. He could not 
fully comprehend how it was that the courts 
of equity could take jurisdiction and 
assume the management of hun- 
dreds, if not thousands, of miles 
of railread and become the employer of 
thousands of persons and enforce a quasi- 
criminal jurisdiction and punish all who 
might dispute their authority by proceedings 
as for contempt. His latest argument inthe 
Supreme Court of the United States was ad- 
dressed to this subject. One of the Judges 
of that distinguished tribunal spoke of it as

Platt Helping to Stir Up Discord in 


Tammany—Croker Confers with 
Lieutenant of Hill. 


‘New York, Jan. 6.—{Special.}~Thomas C. 
Platt is said ‘to be secretly aiding Henry D. 
Purroy, the bolting member of Tammany, so 
that he will be independent of those who 
cling to the old organization and John C. 
Sheehan, who is understood to be Croker's 
favorite. Mr. Platt’s object in this, it is said, 
is to secure control of Greater New York. 
He hopes to do this by causing such a breach 
in the Democratic organization that the elec- 
tion of a Republican Mayor will be assured. 

If this can be accomplished, it is said, Mr. 
Platt will order that the charter of the 
greater city be approved by the Legislature 
without delay. Until this is assured it Is also 
claimed the charter will be “ hung up” by 
the lawmakers.

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MESSAGE OF THE GOVERNOR 


ALAST 
F TO THE LEGISLATURE. 


Review of His Administration Rather 


than a Series of Recommendations 


—Bitterly Condemns the Newspa- 
pers and Thinks There Ought to Be 
Some Way to Protect the People 
from Them—Points Out a Shining 
Example of Inadequate Assessment. 


Springfield, IIL, Jan. 6.—Gov. Altgeld sent 
his biennial message to the Legislature to- 


day. The message is rather a history of 


Gov. Altgeld’s administration than a series 
of recommendations. It claims that many 
Republicans have been appointed to office; 
that the merit system and business methods 
have been enforced in the State institutions. 

It says that, notwithstanding the hard 
times, the annual deficit on account of the 
Joliet Penitentiary has been reduced from 
$90,000 to $7,542, and.that of the Chester 
Penitentiary from $100,000 to $50,000; and 
the striped clothing of prisoners has been 
abolished with good results. The Legis- 
lature is asked for legislation that will take 
the prisoners out ofall employmentin which 
they directly affect the wages of free labor- 
ers. The pardons and commutations, though 
much complained of, have been only 3 3-5 
per cent, while for the twenty years preced- 
ing it was 4% per cent. The Pontiac Ke- 
formatory is highly praised. 

‘During the last four years, it is said, the 
State has erected normal universities at 
Charleston and De Kalb, insane asylums at 


Peoria and Rock Island, a girl’s reformatory 


at Geneva, and a home for soldiers’ widows 
at Wilmington. A large number of impor- 
tant new buildings in addition to existing 
institutions have been erected. 
Important Legislation. 

Attention is called to ten important laws 
enacted in this time, among which are the 
civil service act, the Torrens law, and the 
indeterminate sentence law. The state of 
education, the efficiency of the National 
Guard, and the adjustment of freight rates 
to agree with those of other States are men- 
tioned, and it is said that the Illinois and 
Michigan Canal, hitherto unproductive, has 
been made to yield the State $50,000 a year. 

The condition of the Chicago parks is 
praised, and it is recommended that Lincoln 
Park, “‘ considered the finest on the conti- 
nent,” shall be extended to Evanston. The 
Board of Arbitration, created in 1895, has 
proved a gratifying success. The evils of 
‘‘land@lordism,”’ which is defined to be the 
owning of large tracts of land “to get 
money out of it,”” are condemned, and it is 
said that “‘some reasonable time in the 
future should be named after which ever 
individual will be limited in the quantity o 
land which he may own in this State.’’ . 

The statements of previous messages are 
quoted in which the faults of the Chicago 
courts of record and justice courts are dis- 
cussed. The Torrens system of conveyanc- 
ing is indorsed, and the Legislature is asked 
to réform the Torrems act so as to avoid the 
objections of the Supreme Court. Kind 
words are said for mines and factory em- 
ployés. 

His Opinion of Newspapers. 


The subject of newspapers and the libel 
law are discussed as follows: 

“The Legislature owes it to the people of 
this State to devise some reasonable pro- 
tection against the outrageous newspaper 
license on the part of great journals, of 
which the people are now victims. News- 
paper abuse terrorizes the people and deters 
many of our best citizens from taking part 
in public affairs. Men have a right to look 
to government for protection, for a govern- 
ment is unworthy of respect that simply 
imposes burdens on its people and then 
leaves their lives or their reputations at 
the mercy of those who shoot from ambush. 
No measure can be considered which will in 


any way interfere with- the fullest publica- { 


tion of the news, or with full comment on 
current events, and there must be reasonable 
allowance for mistakes honestly mace. 
What should te almed at is to do away 
with the anonymous and dark alley features 
of modern newspaperism. THis is where 


cowards reost and where sneaks take refuge. - 


As yet there are but few great journals in 
the United States that meet the definition 
of a newspaper. Many of them are personal 
and partisan organs, often used maliciously, 
and inetead of publHshing the news fairly 
they make it their daily business to garble 
and misstate it. This in itself is perhaps 
not a proper subject for legislators, but 
when men who are ashamed to give their 
names hide behind a newepaper hedge and 
throw mud at people who are walking @a 
the highway, then the public has a right to 
complain, and has a right to insist that this 
be stopped, or, if it is impossible to stop it, 
that then it should be known to the world 
who are the offenders. 
Damages Are No Protection. 

*“‘It is doubtful. whether the possibility of 
collecting damages furnishes any practical 
protection to the public. In my judgment 
the public would be much better off if there 
‘were no provisions for ultimately getting 
damages, except in rare cases, provided the 
authorship of every abusive article were 
at once known, for -in that case the article 
would receive such credence from the public

The message concludes as follows:

No government 
was ever overthrown by the poor, and we 
have nothing to fear from that source. It 
is the greedy and the powerful who pull 
down the pillars of State. Greed, corruption, 
and pharisaism are today sapping the foun- 
datione of government. It is the criminal 
rich and their hangers-on who are the real 
Anarchists of our time. They rely on fraud 
and brute force. ‘They use government as a 
convenience, and make justice the hand- 
maid. of wrong. Weare developing a kind of 
carbonated patriotism which seems to derive 
its most sparkling qualities from respectable 

odleism. Our country has great vitality, 
but these conditions must be arrested or else 
we are lost. Only those nations grow great 
which correct abuses, make reforms, and 
listen to the voice of the struggling masses.”’

Faults of Revenue System.

CLEVER BICYCLING ROMANCE BY 
THE INGENIOUS H..G. WELLS. 


Glimpses of the Humor Brought Out in 
“The Wheels of Chance ”—Expri- 
ences of an Awkward Draper's 
Clerk and a Romantic Young Miss 
im Gray Bloomers—An Up-to-Date 
Don Quixote on a Pneumatic-Tired 
Rosinante. 


HE bicycle has been 
rather slow to stecr 
ee its way, into fiction, 
but it has finally ar- 
| rived, It is quite fit- 
ting, too, that H. G. 
Wells, who made his 
reputation with 
“Tne Time  Ma- 
chine,”’ should be the 
one to trundle the 
pneumatic into liter- 
ature. His bicycling 
satire, ‘“‘ The Wheels 
of Chance’* (Mac- 
millan), is altogether 
Hi. G. Wells. the cleverest story of 
the wheel that has yet appeared. If any 
of our American wheel-riding authors can 
do as well with American local coloring as 
Mr. Wells has done with that of England 
they will be certain of wide popularity. In 
the meantime the reader, irrespective of age, 
sex,.or previous condition of bicycling pro- 
ficiency, may find a good deal of genuine 
amusement in ‘‘ The Wheels of Chahce.”’ 

Mr. Hoopdriver, the tank and awkward 
dry goods clerk of Putney who figures as 
the hero, arouses one’s sympathies from the 
start. ‘* Literature is revelation,” says Mr. 
Wells. ‘*‘ Modern literature is indecorous 
revelation.”” Hence it is the height of mod- 
ern literary‘art to begin by calling atten- 
tion to. the remarkable condition of Mr. 
Hoopdriver’s legs. The author approaches 
the stbject with a dispassionate explicit- 
ness that shows a deep personal knowledge 
on the subject of bruises and abrasions. It 
is entirely unnecessary to explain that Mr. 
Hoopdriver.is learning to ride the bicycle. 

When the owner of the discolored limbs 
starts on a summer vacation tour out of 
London he is still very wabbly, and the 
author brings all the humor out of the situa- 
tion. Indeed, if the rest of the book were 
as funny as the first few pages it would 
be a gem. Mr. Hoopdriver starts out with 
a determination’ to dismount whenever he 
meets a team. The first time he does so he 
comes down with a crash “and a vague 
feeling that Providence has again dealt 
harshly with his shin.” It is not strange, 
therefore, that he of the injured pride and 
shin should resent the stare of an inquisi- 
tive heath-keeper, nor is it strange dhat the 
heath-keeper should resent his angry scowl. 

‘Don’t yaqu make no remarks to ’im,” 
said the keeper as the carter came up broad- 
side to them. “’E’s a bloomin’ dook, ’e is. 
"E don’t converse with no one under a Earl. 
‘’E’s off to Windsor, ’e is; that’s why ’e’s 
stickin’ his be’ind out so haughty. Pride! 
Why, ’e’s got so much of it ’e has to carry 
some of it in that there bundle there for 
fear ’e’d bust if ’e didn’t ease hisself a bit.’’ 

To ride a bicycle properly, the author be- 
lieves, is very like a love 'affair—chiefly a 
matter of faith. Hoopdriver had not that 
unfaltering faith which moves mountains 
and steers bicycles; hence when he met the 
young lady in gray bloomers he wiped up 
the gravel in front of her machine, and “ the 
ecncussion shook his entire being. He re- 
mained in that position, wishing he had 
broken his neck, wishing even more heartily 
that he had never been born. The glory 
of life had departed. Bloomin’ dook, in- 
deed! These unwomanly women.” 

In like satirical vein Mr. Wells discusses 
the difficulties of taking one’s hands off the 
handlebar, “a thing simple in itself, but 
complex in its consequences.’’ The diffi- 
culties of using a handkerchief, or of dealing 
with the flies that saunter contemplatively 
over the rider’s face are also sympathetical- 
ly discussed. But from the moment the 
young lady in gray waves her handkerchief 
to Hoopdriver, mistaking him for the other 
man in brown, the interest centers in the 
romance. 

It may be that Mr. Wells has strained a 
point in imagining a pretty young lady who 
has eloped in bloomers, but if she is im- 
possible she is at least interesting. Hoop- 
driver found her so, and that is why he 
finally rescued her from the designing 
wretch who had tempted her away from 
heme under false pretenses. If it was 
necessary for him to appropriate the said 
wretch’s wheel in the exciting process, let 
the blame be upon the exigencies of the 
author, for Hoopdriver is a dull, honest 
mortal who would never have stolen a pin 
on his own account. 

This knight errant on wheels is decidedly 
interesting, and one is really sorry when 
the pursuers finally overtake the pair and 
tear them asunder. The avalanche of abuse 
that falls upon the honest knight is but 
another example of the world’s ingratitude. 

Mr. Wells never takes his subject too 
seriously, though his pages are not. uni- 
formly good. The melodramatic is so cley- 
erly mixed with the farcical that the reader 
never ~ets far from the laughing mood. 
And the sly hits at the new woman are 
quite effective. “Here is the girl—what 

irls are coming to nowadays only Mrs. 

ynn Linton can tell—in company with an 
absolute stranger, of low extraction and un- 
certain birth, unchaperoned and unabashed.”’ 
t she is there through reading one of 
her stepmother’s fin de siécle books makes 
the situation all the more interesting. Mr. 
Wells does not altogether say that the 
bicycle is to be the antidote of unhealthy 
fiction, but he hints as much. 

“ The Wheels of Chance ” must be classed 
as not only the best thing Mr. Wells has 
yet written, but as one. of the most enjoy- 
able of the ephemeral bocks of the day.

Believes in Big Men for Advisers. 

It was a notable fact that each of the gen- 
tlemen coming fresh from confidential talks 
with the next Chief Magistrate announced 
that his Cabinet policy was to be in direct 
contrast to that of President Cleveland, and 
that he hoped to secure the services of a col- 
jection of really big men for the express 
purpose of turning over to them their own 
departments and relying on them for the 
policy to be adopted. It was stated by one of 
the new comers that Maj. McKinley felt he 
would have enough to do in being President 
without attempting to run all the depart- 
ments as well. 

All this talk of the coming independencé of 
the McKinley Cabinet officer? was apropos 
of the frequently expressed opinion that Sen- 
ator Allison might be induced to take the 
Treasury if he could be given assurances he 
would.be allowed to criginate and develop 
the financial policy of the administration. 
The statement was made that as nearly as 
could be ascertained the President-elect 
would be satisfied with either Chairman 
Dingley or Senator Allison at the head of the 


Treasury Department, but that he preferred 


the latter on the ground of location, inas- 
much as almost all of the Western men who 
have stopped at Canton have impressed upon 
him the political wisdom of taking a finan- 
cial guide from west of the Alleghenies. 


Lodge a Possible Secretary of State. 

lt was intimated very strongly by one of 
the pilgrims that in case of Allison's ac- 
ceptance of the Treasury portfolio it would 
not be an extraordinary development if 
Henry Cabot Lodge of Massachusetts should 
be called to the State Department. The 
young Senator has made a special study of 
foreign affairs, has done active service on 
the Foreign committee of the Senate, is con- 
siderable of a linguist, has good social posi- 
tion, money enough to entertain handsomely, 
and various other requisites for chief of 
the Foreign Office. The principal objection 
which has been made to Senator Lodge is 
that he was too young and frisky, and was 
open to the charge of jingoism; but as a 
matter of fact he possesses many elements 
of conseryatism, and is on the whole re- 
markably level-headed and not so much of 
a fighter as he is giyen credit for being. 

There appears to be a wide difference of 
opinion as to the Department of Justice. It 
is noticeable that immediately after Senator 
Thurston’s arrival the California men began 
to declare that Judge McKenna of that State 
was slated for Attorney-General. 

Goff and Bliss Are Mentioned. 

On the contrary, talks with Osborne and 
Grosvenor seem to indicate their belie’ that 
Judge Goff of West Virginia is the coming 
man as the legal adviser to the President.

LAWMAKERS AT WORK. 


LEGISLATURES ORGANIZED IN EAST- 
ERN AND WESTERN STATES. 


Supporters of Gov. Pingree Anticipate 
Defeat in the Selection of a Speaker 
of the House in Michigan and Climb 
Into the Band Wagon—Gov,. Clough 
Is Inaugurated in Minnesota and 
Reads a Message in Which Many 
Reforms Are Suggested. 


Lansing, Mich., Jan. 6.—{Special.]—The 
Legislature convened at noon and perfected 
its organization before adjourning for the 
day. The nominees of the Republican cau- 
cuses last night were elected by each body. 

The opposition to Speaker Gordon came 
entirely from the friends of Goy. Pingree, 
although the attempt of some of the Pin- 
gree leaders to combine all of these on some 
other candidate was unavailing. It wag be- 
cause of this fact that the purpose was 
abandoned. Judge. Gordon’s course two 
years ago gave him the support of prac- 
tically all of the members of the Legisla- 
ture who have been returned, and the futil- 
ity of opposing him soon manifested itself. 

The reconciliation with the Pingreeites 
and the withdrawal of all other candidates 
was preceded by some interesting corre- 
spondence between Judge Gordon and Col. 
John Atkinson, Gov. Pingree’s personal rep- 
resentative in the Legislature. .The former, 
as the result of a conference, wrote Atkin- 
son stating that he understood some of the 
legislators were impressed with the idea 
that he wds opposed to the Governor. This 
he declared to be untrue, basing the asser- 
tion on the further declaration that he is 
a Republican and desired party harmony 
above all else. In response Col. Atkinson 
said his sole objection to Gordon was due 
to the fact that it was feared that his elec- 
tion ‘would mean the organization of the 
Legislature against the Governor. With 
this objection removed, he pledged Gordon 
his support and that of his friends. So the 
battle ended. It is generally believed, how- 
ever, that if Gordon’s overwhelming strength 
had not been. so apparent it would have 
been a fight to the finish. 

After the reading of the messages of the 
incoming and rctiring Governors tomorrow, 
both Houses will adjourn until Tuesday to 
give the presiding officers.a chance to make 
up their committees. Speaker Gordon's ad- 
vice that the legislative junket to the sev- 
eral State institutions, which takes two 
weeks’ time, be done away with will be 
adopted. 

Message of Minnesota's Governor. 

St. Paul, Minri., Jah. 6.—Gov. David M. 
Clough was inaugurated for his second term 
of office shortly before noon today. He was 
accompanied by Alexander Ramsey, Terri- 
torial and war Governor of Minnesota, ex- 
United States Senator, and ex-Secretary of 
War, by ex-Gov. L. F. Hubbard, and a few 
of the State officers. 

Gov. Clough read his biennial message to 
the Legislature, which was heard with close 
attention. It was very voluminous, and goes 
into the detail of all the workings of the 
various departments of the State. The 
financial reports show credits to the various 
funds aggregating $850,114. After calling 
attention to the recent reduction of the 
assessed valuation of the State as it affects 
the tax levy, he suggests the need of a thor- 
ough revision of the general tax laws, and 
recommends the creation of a tax commis- 
sion or the appointment of a joint committec 
of the two Houses for the same purpose, 
such commission or committee to present 
its findings to the next Legislature. He rec- 
ommends the suggestions of the Public Ex- 
aminer looking towards the greater safety of 
all funds, public and private, on deposit in 
the various banks, and for the greater care 
in the handling of public money.

MADDEN’S SINGULAR CONVERSION TO 
REPUBLICANISM, 

Tue TRIBUNE printed yesterday a fac- 
simile of the ludicrous petition of Martin B. 
Madden and some others te be instructed 
in the fundamental! principles of the Repub- 
lican party. It reads as follows: 

We, the undersigned. who*"voted for Cleveland 
in 1884, desire to have called a series of Repub- 
lican meetings, which we agree to attend. We 
desire to be enlightened on the principles of the 
Republican party, as we agree to vote with said 


party in the future. M. B. MADDEN, 
And others. No. 3568 Forest avenue. 


Madden had been reared in the Demo- 
cratic schoo] of politics. ‘In reapportioning 
the wards the precinct of the Democratic 
Fifth Ward in which Madden resided was 
transferred tothe Republican Fourth Ward. 
He -ran for Alderman in it and was whipped 
out of his boots. Then he began to see a 
great light and desired that a ser ies of Re- 
publican meetings might be held, which he 
agreed to attend in order that he might be 
converted to the principles of his political 
enemies and apostatize from the creed of his 
political friends. Whether those instruc- 
tion meetings were held or not for his con- 
version we have forgotten. 

It was not the fact of Madden's change 
of politics ten years ago that THe TRIBUNE 
specially desired to call attention +o, but the 
way in which he preposed the change should 
come about—not the conversion itself, but 
the remarkable modé¢ of conversion. 

Men are changing their political opinions 
daily. It is their own affair and nobody has 
any business to find fault with them there- 
for. No queries as to the sincerity of the 
conversion can be put tothem rightly by the 
party they have joined until they demand 
office at its hands. Then it may be asked 
not only whether: they are competent but 
whether they are sincere and did not change 
their politics merely for the sake of getting 
bread and butter easier than by the sweat 
of their brows. 

The single fact that a man was an ardent 
Democrat ten or eleven years ago is nothing 
against him. It does not disqualify him as 
a candidate. No such illiberal doctrine pre- 
vails in the Republican party,. It does not 
say to Democrats who join it that they must 
be probationers and take back seats as long 
as they live. The party would be very glad 
to have those gold Democrats who voted 
with it last year continue to ‘act with it in 
the future. It would like to have them 
come into the sitting-room instead of sitting 
out in the vestibule or porch. 

But how did Mr, Martin B, Madden 
come to “ shuck ” his creed in 1887-88 and 
wash his hands of his old Democratic sen- 
timents, and purge himself of his Jefferso- 
nian principles? The story as told in yes- 
terday’s TRIBUNE is a very entertaining 
narration. 

In 1884 he voted for Cleveland, the candi- 
date of the Jeffersonian Democracy, and 
the representative of its State sovereignty 
and free trade principles. He voted forthe 
candidate of a party whose motto had al- 
ways been “ State Sovereignty and Nation- 
al League,” and which has held always 
that the Constitution was made by the 
“States” and not by the people of the 
United States. 

Madden voted against Blaine, the candi- 
date of a party whose motto is “* National 
Sovereignty and State Rights.” The Re- 
publican party, following in the footsteps 
of Washington, Hamilton, Webster, and 
Lincoln, held that the Constitution was 
the creation of the people of the United 
States and not of the State organizations. 

When Madden voted for Cleveland in 
1884 he voted against that Republican bed- 
rock doctrine. He voted also against pro- 
tection, another great Republican article 
of faith. He voted against all the other dis- 
tinctive principles of the Republican party 
when he supported Cleveland and the plat- 
form on which he stood. 

But two years later he drew up and 
signed an application to have conversion 
meetings held by the enemies of his 
own party. He felt that his interests re- 
quired that he should be converted to the 
political faith of the Fourth Ward if he 
was to prosper, and if he became a Repub- 
lican he was anxious to know what Repub- 
licanism meant and embraced. 

Thatishisown statement. He says: “ We 
“desire to be enlightened on the principles 
“of the Repulican party, as we agree to 
“vote with said party in the future.” 

This is putting the cart before the horse. 
Usually a man studies the principles of 
an opposing party first, before he joins it. 
Then if he approves of those principles he 
says they suit me, I will agree to vote with 
you. He does not start off with the re- 
mark: “I was a Democrat, now lama Re- 
publican, Dut tell me what Republicanism 
is.”” 

That ras Madden’s course, however, and 
it is believed to be without parallel in the 
history of political conversions, First, he 
flopped. Thén he asked that a series of 
Republican meetings be called to-teach him 
Republican principles.so-he might know 
why he had flopped! 

His little class of half a dozen Democrats 
in the Fourth Ward who had agreed to be- 
come Republicans before they knew what 
principles tt embodied was perhaps ad- 
dressed by Republican missionaries. 
Whether the other members of the Madden 
class stuck by- their flop after they had been 
taught what its principles were is not stated. 
Madden did. 

Why was it that he agreed to join the 
Republican party before ,he could make an 
intelligent confession of faith? Had it any- 
thing to do with the political complexion of 
the ward in which he lived? It was Repub- 
lican by 2,000 majority. He had been an 
intense Democrat while in the Democratic 
Fifth Ward. He had tried to'be elected to 
the Council as a. State. Sovereignty free 
trade Democrat. and had failed. 

In 1886 he professed to be converted to 
Republicanism before he knew what its 

embraced. In the spring of 1889 
he was elected an n from the 
Fourth on the Republican ticket. He fol- 
lowed the adVice given long ago by a cynical 
old politician to demagogues: * Always run 
with the majority.”

in a Bridgeport ward, where note but State 
Sovereignty aud free trade Democrats could 
be elected, would he in 1886 have had an 
irresistible call to join the Republican party, 
and, hdving done so, ask osfentatiously to 
be told what being a Republican stood for 
and swhat:he wag. to: believe ;im politics 
thenceforth ? 

That is what puzzles. many Republicans. 
Since it was not a love of Republican prin- 
ciples which brought Madden over—for he 
admits he did not know what they were— 
was it the love of Republican offices which 
caused him to renounce Jefferson, Jackson, 
Calhoun, Cleveland, and all their works 
and vow allegiance to Hamilton, Webster, 
and Lincoln? 

If so, he certainly is not the man to make 
a Senator out of, especially in view of his 
eight-year Aldermanic record. The fact 
that he became a Republican merely to be- 
come an Alderman could be condoned had 
he been a faithful servant of the people. 

He was not the servant of the people. He 
was the willing accomplice of predatory cor- 
porations. On the record he made while 
serving in that capacity his friends appeal 
to Gov. Tanner to help boost him into the 
Senate.

ALTGELD’s BUSY PARDON MILL. 

John Pardon Altgeld has marked the clos- 
ing days of his office by pernicious and mali- 
cious activity at his pardon mill. On Tues- 
day he ground out twenty-six pardons and 
commutations. It is»probable the mill will 
not cease until the last hour and the last 
minute. In a fit of more than his usual 
generosity to criminals he may empty both 
prisons. At this writing he is still Govern- 
or, and there is no knowing what he may 
or may not do in the brief time left. Dur- 
ing “his administration John Pardon Alt- 
geld has shown himself inimical] to the pun- 
ishment of crime and a ready sympathizer 
with murderers and others guilty of excep- 
tional crimes. It seems. to have rejoiced 
him particularly when he could turn loose 
upon the community those desperate crim- 
inals of the McGrath pattern who hada 
political pull, and whom it was difficu:t to 
convict for this reason, as well as for the 
reason of technicalities and the law’s de- 
lays. Those who had committed exception- 
ul crimes and should have been made fo 
serve out their terms seem to have appealed 
most successfully to his sympathies. 

In his message John Pardon Altgeld re- 
peats the same defense of his proclivity to 
pardon criminals which he has made before. 
He says: “ Considering the number of con- 
victs in prison, the number of pardons and 
commutations granted each year on the 
average for twenty years priér to the be- 
gining of this administration was 25 per 
cent greater than has been the number of 
pardons and commutations granted by this 
administration.” Conceding that his fig- 
ures are correct, the reply is that it isnot a 
*matter of quantity but of quality. It is 
not how many convicts he has pardoned so 
much as what class of convicts he has 
turned, loose. A careful inspection of the 
long list of pardons he has signed, especial- 
ly of late, will show that in almost every 
case the pardon has been extended to mur- 
derers and burglars, or highwaymen with 
murderous disposition, in a word, to pro- 
fessionals of the worst sort, who becoine a 
danger to the community again the moment 
The pardon of Anarch- 
ists was infinitely worse than the pardon 
of seores of pickpockets. The pardon of 
such men as the thug McGrath, Schwarz 
the train murderer, ard the atrocious and 
brutal Carthage murderer carries with them 
more danger to the community than the 
pardon of hundreds of ordinary thieves and 
crooks. The commutation of sentence of 
such a woman as Mamie Starr, or of such 
bankers as the Meadowcroft brothers, 
is almost as bad as his pardons, as _ it 
puts a premium upon crime and ptoves 
terribly discouraging to the authorities. In 
all his latest pardons John Pardon Altgeld 
has*picked out the worst and most desper- 
ate convicts and those who have commit- 
ted the most brutal crimes as the recipients 
of his favor. 

Fortunately Altgeld’s power for evil is 
at an end, and a Governor takes his place 
who has not that kind of sympathy for 
desperate criminals. But to prevent any 
possible repetition in the future of such an 
abuse of the pardoning power there ought 
to be some way of fixing more responsibil- 
ity upon Governors, and making them have 
more regard for public interests and the 
feelings of the public. The best way to ac- 
complish that would be by the organization 
of a Board of Pardons, whose duty it should 
be to investigate and report upon every ap- 
plication for pardon that comes before the 
Governor. Then if in the face of adverse 
recommendations and presentation of facts 
he should turn scoundrels loose wpon the 
community the people, at least, would have 
these facts and scould censure or condemn 
more mtelligentiy. . 
REVELL SHOULD BURN “THOSE BILLS, 

Representative Revell of Cook County 
has prepared two bills for early introduction 
in the Legislature, providing, among other 
things, that the salary of the Mayor of Chi- 
cago shall be $20,000 a year and the salaries 
of Aldermen $8,000 a year each. This 
would give the Mayor $10,000 a year more 
than is paid to the Mayor of New York. 
The Aldermen would, be given each $6,000 
a year more than is ‘given to an Alderman 
in New York and more than is’ paid a 
Congressman. The advantage otherwise 
would be against the Congressman, for his 
duties require his absence from home more 
than half the year, thus necessitating the 
neglect of his private personal business and 
an immense increase in his cost of living, 
while the Alderman remains at home, with 
little Aldermanic business requiring his at- 
tention by day, nearly all the meetings being 
held at night. 

Of course all this is a joke on the part of 
Mr. Revell, but it is not a good joke and 
may deceive some people who have ‘had 
previous sad experiences with that class of 
humor. The people of Chicago are in no 
condition to pay such extravagant salaries, 
and in gold at that, to Aldermén who with 
the most superhuman exertion could not 
possibly earn. more than $1,000 a year in 
private business. <A similar effort was made 
once in New York by Tammany politicians 
to boost up the salaries of Aldermen to 
something like the figure proposed by Mr. 
Revell. It was treated there also as a joke 
until it was found to be otherwise, ind the 
courts were called in to demonstrate that 
the action was illegal, resulting in a com- 
promise on a salary of $2,000 a year. But 
an Aldermanic salary of $2,000 a year in 
New York is about equivalent to $500 a 
year in Chicago. That is about the ratio 
between the salary-paying resources of the 
people of the two cities. 

It has been the general idea in this codn- 
try that legislative positions ate largely 
honorary 2nd people do not expect to pay 
much to those ‘who fill'them, certainly no 
more than enough to pay for the special ex- 
penses or personal sacrifices entailed. Up 
to twenty years ago in Chicago the honor of 
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bly is too small a sum if Midermen are to be 
paid anything. But Mr. Revell ought to 
understand that there are few millionaires 
in Chicago.

The final preliminary has been arrange: 
between Blowhard James J. Corbett and 
Bruiser Bob Fitzsimmons and their re- 
spective backers, bottle-holders, umpires, 
referees, typewriters, bookmakers, at- 
tendants, trainers, and other accessories, 
and the precious aggregation is ready to 
distribute itself over the land and set upa 
mighty and protracted bellowing in seeming 
acrid contention. The two principals have 
signed an agreement to fight, and the terms 
have been arranged with such nice dis- 
crimination that more than the usual facil- 
ity is offered for a lively interchange of cor- 
respandence and interviews over disputed 
points, known in the vernacular as 
“ hitches.” Corbett will object to one detail 
and will give his reasons. Fitzsimmons will 
object to another plan and will explain 
“why” at length. Corbett will reply to 
Fitzsimmons. Fitzsimmons will fire back 
at Corbett. Then their backers will jump 
in with open letters, and the trainers will 
be heard from, and other sympathizers will 
take a hand in the squabble, and all this 
stuff will pour into the newspaper offices 
by the thousands of words and fill the avail- 
able space for weeks to come. And while 
this battle of words is raging the enterpris- 
ing New York newspapers will have artists 
and special writers swarming about the 
“training quarters,” and the front pages 
will be decorated with pictures of biceps, 
and forearms, and all other parts of the 
anatomy used particularly in a fight; and 
there will be full length views of “* Corbett 
as he looks while eating a mince pie,” and 
“ Fitzsimmons just after punching the bag 
for ten hours,” and other similar fantastic 
art fancies; and then will follow signed ar- 
ticles by each on “ How I Became a Fight- 
er,” and “ How It Feels to Be a Fighter,”’ 
and “ How I Administer a Knock-out 
Blow ”"—and other blows—and these will 
be seized with avidity by New York editors, 
and read with zest by the thugs and with 
secret ardor by others, and in order tocarry 
this sort of mental pabulum legs desired 
news matter for the time will be forced into 
the waste basket. 

What would be the use of wearying the 
public with a war of words in Congress, re- 
fined to suit the dignity of the lawmakers, 
when it is possible to supply a war of words, 
barren of all refinement, supplied by these 
law-breakers?

And then 
there wil! be charges of dishonesty and 
counter charges, with Corbett of one side, 
but careful to be under restraint. raging 
like a bull, and Fitzsimmons bellowing on 
the other side, and all their adherents join- 
ing in the turmoil and raising an uproar 
that will fix attention until the money gath- 
ered in from the poor, deluded public shall 
have been safely stowed away. Then all 
will run to cover again and divide and spend 
the spoils, and await another favorable oc- 
casion to pluck the goose that raises golden 
feathers.

John P. Altgeld has issued his last state 
document, and for this the people of Lili- 
nois will be duly thankful.

Some men calling themselves Democrats 
are going to have a dinner tonight to com- 
memorate the battle of New Orleans and 
the man who fought it. They dine twenty- 
four hours ahead of time in order that they 
may be favored with the company of a 
Populist named Bryan, who tried to be 
President and failed. 

He is to be the great gun of the occasion, 
and less applause will be evoRKed by the 
name of the victor of 1815 than by that of 
the defeated candidate of 1896. This shows 
the changes time may bring about. For 
that’ defeated candidate would not have 
been a man after Jackson’s own heart had 
he been around when the General was rul- 
‘ing the Democ ratic party. 

The General w ould have called him a dis- 
honest, pestiferous demagogue. He would 
have called Bryan’s doctrines those of a 
rascal who was seeking to give knaves a 
chance to cheat and mobs an opportunity to 
riot without molestation. 

Bryan’s proposition that silver dollars 
be coined with which men could buy only 50 
cents’ worth of goods, but with which he 
could pay off a debt of 100 cents, would 
Rave excited the special wrath of the Gen- 
eral. He did not like cheap money. He 
issued a notable order once, for which he 
was much abused, stopping the sale of gov- 
ernment lands for cheap money. 

Nevertheless it will be asserted tonight 
that Jackson, if alive, would be an advocate 
of the free coinage of silver at the ratio of 
16 to 1, although free coinage at that ratio 
would drive out of circulation gold, which 
Jackson was so anxious the people should 
have in their pockets, and although it would 
cheat every creditor out of half his dues. 

They will state that the ratio was fixed at 
16 to 1 when Jackson was President, and 
that therefore he would be in favor of the 
same ratio now. The essential difference 
is that the ratio was honest then, because 
it was the commercialratio. Itis dishonest 
now, because it is far away from the com- 
mercial ratio. 

Jackson approved of 16 td 1 because it 
made silver dollars whose purchasing power 
was equal to that of the gold dollar. The 
Bryanites want that ratio because it will 
make silver dollars whose purchasing power 
will be only half that of a gold dollar, while 
its debt-paying power will be made the same 
by a diskonest law. 

He wanted an honest dollar. They want 
a dishonest dollar. That is the difference 
between the Democracy of 1834 and the 
pseudo-Democracy of 1896-’97.

THE CHICAGO NATIONAL BANKS, 


The national banks of this city are re 


quired to have on hand a reserve in “ lawful 
money ” equal to 25 per cent of their de- 
ts. These banks held on the 17th of 


— month $16,800,000 in gold coin and gold 


certificates. They held also $14,850,000 in 
legal tender notes, They held in silver dol- 
lars and in silver certific: ‘tes $3,000,000. If 
the legal tender notes hid not been in exist- 
ence the banks would have had in .their 
vaults much more gold than they actually 
had! The New York banks, which have 90 
millions in legal tenders, would fave nearly 
90 millions more in gold than they actually 
possess. If there were no legal tender notes 
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gold that when application was made to 
them for a quantity to ship abroad to pay a 
foreign obligation they would furnish the 
gold themselves. They would not take 


some of their legal tenders over to the Sub- [ 


treasury and get with them the gold needed 
for export. The government would not 
have to sell bonds to get gold with which to 
meet these demands. A threatened exhaus- 
tion of the gold reserve would no longer set 
the business world & shivering. The banks 
have in their reserves but little silver money 
now. They would have much more if there 
were no legal tenders, The way to “do 
something for silver” is to get rid of the 
greenbacks. 


THE press of Bolivia is much excited over 
the reports that Peru is ‘‘ making formidable 
efforts in the way of arming ’”’ and urges the 
Bolivian Government to bestir itself and get 
ready for possible war. This seems to be an 
unnecessary expense at this time. These 
South American wars do not call for the for- 
malities that are common in European con- 
tests. If Peru fs bent on war with Bolivia 
it can go ahead and hold its war and not 
bother Bolivia with the project, especially if 
Bolivia doesn’t happen to feel like indulging 
in a war now. Bolivia need not know any- 
thing about it if the press will only keep 
quiet until the war is all over and not even 
then unless it chooses to go to the trouble to 
ascertain the details. Peru could enjoy its 
war for the customary period about a week, 
and then wait until Bolivia is given a chance 


at its leisure to hold a war to even things | 


up. The mere detail of “arming for the 
fray ’’ is superfluous, for it isn’t that kindof 
afray. Nobody is ever injured in these wars, 
which are like our national holidays, only 
more frequent.

Something of a novelty in the way of tariff 
hearings is to come before the Ways and 
Means committee by means of a formulated 
demand for higher duties from the workmen 
themselves. 

Hitherto the manufacturers have had the 
most to say, but Congressman Walter Reeves 
of Streator became a spansor today for two 
representatives of the glass-blowers of the 
country in the persons of Louis Arrington 
of Alton, the Vice-President, and Edgar A. 
Agard of Streator, member of the Pxecutive 
committee of the Green Glass Workers’ As- 
sociation of America. Illinois, it may not be 
generally known, is the principal State in 
the Union for the manufacture of giass bot- 
tles and the two representatives of the work- 
men are here in the interests of six furnaces 
at Streator, nine at Alton, three at East St. 
Louis, two at Belleville, two at Ottawa, and 
one at La Salle, employing when times are 
wood 5,000 workers in glass. 

They expect to represent to the Ways and 
Means committee that the Wilson tariff 
law, which reduced the duty on glass bot- 
tles in. the proportion of 17 to 40 per cent, re- 
sulted in a reduction of wages of from 15 to 


25 per cent, while the hours of labor were 


largely increased. They ask for a restora- 


tion of the McKinley tariff rate for the direct 


benefit to the workmen themselves, and they 
shgw that the reduction in the import duty 
on glass bottles did not result in any benefit 
to the general public, as the large buyers 
are the wealthy brewers, beer bottlers, min- 
eral water and patent medicine dealers. If 


the price was reduced to them a dollar agross 


on the bottles there could manifestly be no 
benefit to the general public, as the beer, 
medicine, ete., would of course sell at retail 
at the same price, while the wealthy corpora- 
ation pocketed the difference and the labor- 
ingmen were the only sufferers. 

These Illinois workingmen who asked for 
protection from the standpoint of labor alone 
have prepared a brief for the Ways and 
Means committee, which is a mode! in its 
way and might very easily be copied by the 
agents of the manufacturers who have been 
swarming about the eommittee-room for the 
last two weeks. The workmen say: 

“The effect of the Wilson bill upon our 
trade is not a matter of speculative theory 
with us. We have seen our wages go stead- 
ily down. We have seen our members suf- 
fering for the necessities of life. They or 
at least many of them have been compelled 
to leave their homes with, their restraining 
influences and go far afield in search of work 
at other avocations. Home ties have been 
broken, dissipation has followed, homes have 
been abandoned, hearts have been broken, 
men and women have walked the streets 
hungry and cold, while the pinched faces of 
hungry children have borne eloquent testi- 
mony to the effect the Wilson bill has had 
on the glass industry of this country.”’

SHERMAN FAYORS GOVERNMENT NOTES 


Says the Absolute,Security of This 
Form of Money Has Never Been 
Called in Question. 


Hartford, Conn., Jan. 6.—The following 
letter from Senator Sherman to Albert H. 
Walker of this city, in which the Senator op- 
poses the proposition to retire United States 
notes, is made public for the first time: 

United States Senate Chamber, Washing- 
ton, D. C., Dec. 3, 1896.—Mr. Albert H. Walk- 
er—My Dear Sir: Your kind note of the 28th 
ult. is received. .I do not sympathize with 
the movement proposed to retire United 
States notes from circulation. I believe itis 
easy to maintain a limited amount of these 
in circulation without danger or difficulty. 
The maintenance in circulation of $346,000,- 
000 United States notes, supported by a re- 
serve of $100,000,000 gold, not only saves the 
interest on $246,000,000 of debt but is a 
vast convenience to the people at large. The 
best form of paper money is that which is 
backed by the government and maintained 
at the specie standard. The absolute secur- 
ity of these notes was never called in ques- 


.tion after the resumption of specie pay- 


ments in 1879, until the reserve was being 
trenched upon to meet deficiencies in cur- 
rent revenue, brought about by what is 
known as the Wilson tariff law of 1894.

‘MAYOR DYCHE ON EVANSTON SEWAGE, 


Executive in His Message Tells the 
Town Council That a New Plan

In his annual message to the*City Council 
submitted on Tuesday night Mayor Dyche 
of Evanston said he believed the municipal- 
ity would soon be compelled to find some 
new plan for the disposal of sewage and 
suggested that preliminary steps be taken 
accordingly at once. 

“ If the drainage channel is a success,”’ he 
said, “it is likely, in arder to derive full 
benefit from it, that the City of Chicago will 
seek legislation to prohibit other - cities 
adjacent to her from emptying their sewers 
into the lake and may gain the desired laws. 

“It behooves us as trustees and municipal 
directors of our city to take the lead in solv- 
ing this question. I suggest our Sewage 
committee study this question and possibly 
call to its aid a committee of representative 
citizens.”’

Been No Adequate Protection Since 
1867—Suggestion for a Bill Declar- 
ing Articles Imported After First 
Day ef Session of Fifty-fifth Con- 
gress Be Subject to Any New Law. 


Washington, D., C., Jan. 6.—The hearing 
on the wool schedule of the tariff brought 
many farmers and manufacturers to the 
Ways and Means committee room today. 
The first speaker was John G. Clark of the 
Washington County (Pa.) Wool Growers’ 
Assoctation. He spoke strongly of the 
effects of the free wool clause of the Wilson 
law, which he declared had prostrated the 
business in the United States.’ The value of 
lands had declined and sheep men in all 
parts of the country had been driven from 
business. The sheep raisers asked only a 
moderate duty that would enable them to 
continue in business. 

The Democratic members of the committee 
probed the witness for some time. Mr. 


Wheeler of Alabama asked if clothing for. 
the workingmen had not been cheaper under | 
free wool, to which Mr. Clark replied that | 


most of the clothing sold now was shoddy. 
Importations of shoddy had increased under 
the law. 

One hour was given to Judge William Law- 
rence, President of the National Wool Grow- 
ers’ Association, to: present the request of 
that body. The statement was an exhaust- 
ive review of the wool industry under differ- 
ent tariff rates during the last half century. 
Speaking of the effects of the Wilson law he 
declared that it had stopped one-third of the 
wool-growing business and closed one-half 
of the mills in the country. There had been 
no adequate protection on wool since 1867, 

Protection Outweighed Silver. 

Referring: to the political aspects of the 
matter, Mr. Lawrence averred that the 
election of Mr. McKinley had been accom- 
plished by the votes of the wool growers in 
a half dozen doubtful States, who would 
have voted for Bryan and free silver had 
they not considered protection on wool more 
important than free silver. If. this protec- 
tion were not given there would be a free 
silver Congress two years hence, and in 
four years a free silver President and Con- 
gress. 

The McKinley bill as it came from its 
author had been moderately protective on 
wool, but the addition of the skirting clause 
and ad valorem rates made it disastrous. 
Then came the Wilson law. Under this law 
the number of sheep in the United States 
had decreased 3,000,000 a year, with a loss 
of $60,000,000, according to official statistics. 
Unofficial and more accurate figures proved 
the loss to wool growers through the Wil- 
son rates to have been $178,700,000. Mutton 
sheep, which should be raised in this coun- 
try, were imported from Canada. — 

** Perscnally I would like a much higher 
said Mr. Lawrence, 
‘* but the growers limit their demand to that 
figure.”’ 

Mr. Whecler Interrogates. 

When the speaker asserted that Australian 
wool could be put on ship at Melbourne at a 
eost of nine cents a pound Mr. Wheele: of 
Alabama commented: ‘* And that is the wool 
on which you ask 24 cents duty?” 

** Well, 24 and ¥ cents is 33 cents, and that 
wool will bring from four to seven cents 


‘more than ours in Ohio, which would leave us 


only about 25 cents. If people will use lux- 
uries they should pay a luxurious duty.”’ 

“Would a pound of Australian wool be 
brought .into this country at 24 cents?’ 
asked Chairman Dingley. 

“ There would. Anyway, it would trans- 
fer our trade from Australia, where we have 
to pay in gold, to South America, where we 
would exchange agricultural implements 
and goods for their wool.’’ 

Continuing Mr. Lawrence urged that China 
wool should be classed as first-class. 


Suggestion for a Bill. 


As a plan to prevent a flood of imports 
pending the passage of the biJl Judge Law- 
rence suggested that Congress pass at the 
present session a bill declaring that all arti- 
cles imported after the first day of the first 
session of the Fifty-fifth Congress be sub- 
ject to the rates of duty of any law passed 
by that Congress when the new rates are 
an advance, bonds to be given by importers 
for such payments before goods can be with- 
drawn. 

“The Senator from Montana (Carter) on 
my right says that the Senate might pass 
such a bill by October,” interrupted Mr. 
Dingley. 

In reply to questions from Mr. Turner, Mr. 
Lawrence said the average citizen would.re- 
ceive $25 worth of benefits for every $5 ad- 
vanced in the prices of woolens. The point 
was then elicited 
plan proposed an annual increase of one-half 
a’cent a pound. 

‘“‘*And where would we finally land?’’ in- 
quired Mr. Dingley. 

‘The increase would end at 15 cents a 
pound,”’ was the explanation. 


Consumers’ Side Presented. 
The consumer was represented by John 


. Theodore Justice, a wool dealer of Phila- 


delphia. He stated that, while the trial of 
free wool under the Wilson law had slightly 
benefited the consumer by reduction !n prices, 
the saving had been greatly outweighed by 
The gain by 
lower prices has averaged 98 cents per cap- 
ita, while the loss amounted to more than $7. 
The average loss to the wool grower had been 
$422.83, while the mill hands and laborers of 
the United States had lost $85,000,000 during 
the last year. The McKinley law had given 
the cheapest-priced clothing ever shown up 
to its time. He gave figures showing the 
effects of the tariff of 1887, under which 
flocks had increased 25 per cent in four years; 
that of 1883, the “‘ worst ever known ”’: the 
McKinley law, under which flocks increased 
13 per cent; and the last period, under the 

‘ilson law. : 

He said: ‘‘ When it was known that Grover 
Cleveland meant to continue his assaults on 
this industry, with the assistance of both 
branches of Congress, farmers began to dis- 
pose of their flocks.”’ 

From 1893 to 1896 the number of sheep had 
decreased 23 per cent, and there were now 
fewer in the United States than in 1865. 
Had the McKinley law been continued the 
United States would be able to produce its 
ee of 650,000,000 pounds of 
wool. 

Mr. Justice presented elaborate tables 
showigg variations in the production and 
prices of wool in different countries. illus- 
trating, among other points, that American 
wools had fallen in prices under free trade 
and Australian wools had risen. The per- 
centage of sheep east of the Mississippi in 
1870 was 71, and today 33 percent. No harm

During thirty-one years’ experience as a 
wool-sorter in the United States he had 
never seen as much suffering and loss of time 
among the craft as in the last three years. 

The schedule asked by the Wool Growers’ 
Association was 12 cents a pound on all 
merino wools, 24 cents on washed, and 36 
cents on scoured, Australian unwashed 
wools to be considered as washed. 


California Fruit Men Want Protection. 

Sacramento, Cal., Jan. 6.—Both the State 
Senate and the Assembly have adopted, 
without reference, a joint resolution in- 
structing the California Congressional dele- 
gation to urge the incorporation in the tariff 
bill now being prepared of a provision which 
will afford protection to California fruits

MARKET HINTS FOR THE HOUSEWIVES 


Prices and Supplies of Choice Produce 
and Fruits Aniong the Dealers 
in South Water Street. 


Choice Swiss cheese is selling at the egro- 
ceries at 11 and 12 cents a pound The 
South Water street wholesale price of small 
white cheddars fram New York is 9% cents 
a pound, and the grocers generally ask 12 
cents forit. Fancy twin cheese sells at 10% 
and 12 cents and fine Young Americas at 12 
cents and 14 cents. Fancy, late-made lim- 
burger cheese retails at 12 cents a pound, 
and full cream brick cheese at 10 cents. 

Eggs have advanced slightly, and grocers 
are asking 25 cents a dozen for strictly fresh. 
Eggs from cold storage houses, suitable for 
cooking, can be bought at 18 cents and 20 
cents a dozen. 

A novelty in the market is the duck fed on 
celery. The abundance and cheapness of 
celery led some poultry raisers to experiment 
on feeding fowls with*it. The experiment 
proved a success, especially in the case of 
ducks, as it imparts a mild, pleasant flavor 
to the meat. Celery-fed ducks, dressed, cost 
14 cents a pound at the market. The call 
for these birds is exceeding the supply. 

Apples are the cheapest things on the 
fruit list. In South Water street fancy, high- 
colored snow apples from Canada can be 
purchased at $2 a barrel. Fancy Baldwins 
sell at $1 a barrel, greenings at 75 cents, 
Northern spies at $1.60, Jonathans at $1.85, 
Ben Davis at $1.25, Kings at $1.40, russets 
at $1, and Tallman sweets at $1.25. Apples 
are plentiful all through the country, and 
the fruit will probably be cheap during the 
winter. 

Fancy cider in fifteen-gallon kegs is offered 
in South Water street at $1.25 a keg and at 
the retail/grocery stores 10 and 12 cents a 
gallon is usually asked. 


TRAIN KILLS MISS ELIZA PANSLEY. 


Sister of a County Employe Dies at a 
Crossing of the West Chicago 
Suburban Railroad.

made an assignment. Attorney Samuel ‘M. 
Booth was named as thereceiver. The lia- 
bilities of the club are about $7,000. The as-. 
sets are estimated at $5,000. i 

The Alpha club was organized on Dec. 18,! 
1894, by Mrs. Thomas, who has since main- 
tained it. Everything went smoothly dur- 
ing the first year, but: the general business 
@epression of the last twelve months proved 
too heavy a burden for Mrs. Thomas, aad she 
was reluctantly compelled to submit to the 
inevitable. 

The home was the individual philanthropy 
of Mrs. Thomas, and it has proved of great 


benefit to hundreds of young women, who 


have been enabled to live cheaply yet enjoy 
all the comforts of a well-appointed home. 
Mrs, Thomas never sought to make iaoney 


out of the young women who patronized the 


home, but simply to offer them a place o¢ res- 
idence. She was eminentiy successful in 
filling a long-felt want,.and the failure of 
the institution will be a matter of intense re- 
gret to many young girls, who will be forced 
to find other homes. 


Headquarters of the Club. 


*The club occupies two floors in the old 
Atheneum Building, and every modern com- 
fort is to be had there. There are reception 
parlors, dining rooms, and sleeping apart- 
ments containing fifty beds.

When Mrs. Thomas first opened the club 
she appointed Miss Clara Vecelius Goodell 
as secretary and Mrs. Harriet B. Ellithorpe 
treasurer. They rendered Mrs. Thomas ex- 
cellent assistance in building up the club, 
and they cannot believe that such a worthy 
cause will be allowed to go to the wall. 

“We have thirty young women lodging 
here at night,”’ said Miss Goodell, ‘‘ and what 
is to become of them if.they are put into the 
street. Some of the wealthy people of Chi- 
cago should come to Mrs. Thomas’ assist- 
ance, and not allow the hometodie. Why 
we have had as high as 800 young girls who 
have held memberships. 

“No blame can be attached to Mrs. 
Thomas for the failure. She took her own 
money and put it into this enterprise and 
she did so out of the pure goodness of her 
heart. Everything went along well until 
our business-men began to suffer so keenly 
from the hard times.” 

Some Out of Employment. 

Many young girls have lost their positions 
and have been compelled to return to their 
homes. Others have had their wages cut 
and have not had money to spend at the 


-home. Mrs. Thomas has tided many of 


them over and in this way she has run grad- 
ually behind.

HANECY’S TURN AT THE LOAN UNION. 


Jadge Payne’s Receivers, Stensland 
and Schilling, Make Answer in Con- 
tempt Proceedings Against Them. 


| Judge Hanecy, with an array of lawyers 
and witnesses, wrestled with the troubles 
of the International Building and Loan and 
Investment Union all of yesterday. The 
immediate interest was in the contempt pro- 
ceedings against Messrs. Stensland and 
Schilling, the receivers appointed by Judge 
Payne. 

At the opening of the proceedings Judge 
Hanecy said he proposed to'take up theques- 
tion of the care of the assets of the concern 
first. 

Then Attorney Prendergast said, looking 
toward Attorneys Darrow and Strong: 

“These gentlemen, in combination with 
Attorney-General Moloney, were before 
Judge Payne yesterday and obtained the 
appointment of another receiver.’”’ 

With that the reading of the contempt 
petition submitted by Attorney Prendergast 
was had. 

Answers to the contempt rule were then 
produced and read on behalf of Messrs. 
Stensland and Schilling. 

Mr. Stensland showed by his answer that 
he was elected a director and tréasurer of 
the union on Dec. 11 through the advice of 
Judge Payne and gave a bond of $10,000 as 
Treasurer. He admitted that he had about 
$0,000 of the funds of the association. A 
man, who said he was Justice Bradwell, had 
called and asked for the funds. Stensland 
said he consulted his attorney and that the 
latter told him to turn over the funds if 
Receiver Bradwell identified himself. The 
latter, however, did not callagain. Without 
his knowledge he was then appointed re- 
ceiver by Judge Payne and ordered not to 
let go of any of the assets. 

Mr. Schilling admitted he had the key to 
the strong box of the company. Owing to 
the orders of the Superior Court, he had de- 
clined to give it up to the receiver of the 
Circuit Court. 

After the adjournment of court Mr. 
Schilling, as a receiver of the union of the 
Superior Court, made a formal written de- 
mand upon Receiver Furlong for the pos- 
session of the assets of the union. Mr. 
Furlong smiled and deposited the notice in 
his pocket.

CALL ON DREYER’S BOND. 


WEST PARK COMMISSIONERS FOR- 
MALLY DEMAND SETTLEMENT. 


Individual Notice Is Served Upon 
Schneider, Washburne, and Hen- 
rici, te Be Followed by Proceed- 
ings in Court, Which, if History Re- 
peats Itself, Are Likely te Drag 
Along for Even Years—Van Nort- 
wick Tangles Being Unraveled. 


The second scene in the first act of a 
drama, which, like a Chinese play, is likely 
to drag its way along the stage for many 
a’ year, was enacted yesterday when the 
West Park Commissioners, through their at- 
torney, E. T. Noonan, made the formal de- 
mand upon George Schneider, Hempstead 
Washburne, and Philip Henrici, bondsmen 
of their former Treasurer, E. 8. Dreyer, to 
make good the shortage in his accounts. 
It took eight years to collect from the bonds- 
men of D. A. Gage, who was short as City 
Treasurer. The courts are no swifter now 
than then, — 

The demand began by reciting the circum- 
stances, which have followed each other so 
rapidly since the National Bank of Illinois 
closed its doors a little over two weeks agvu. 
The resignation of E. 8S. Dreyer and the 
election of F. M. Blount as his successor is 
told, and the demand of Mr. Blount for the 
park funds in the possession of the former 
Treasurer and the failure of Mr. Dreyer to 
produce the money is recited. 


Formal Demand of the Board. 


As sureties upon, the bond, dated Jan. 14, 
1896, the bondsmen are “‘ hereby requested to 
make good the default of said Edward 8. 
Dreyer, and turn over and account to said 
Fred M. Blount, his successor, the sum of 
$318,000 and upwards, which said Edward 
S. Dreyer has received as such Treasurer, 
and has failed to account for. And upon the 
failure on your part, as such sureties, to 
make good said default of said Edward 8. 
Dreyer as Treasurer, suit will be instituted 
on the Bond against Edward 8. Dreyer as 
principal, and George Schneider, Hempstead 
Washburne, and Philip Henrici as sureties 
thereon, for the recovery of the funds due 
the West Chicago Park Commissioners.” 

The demand was served personally on 
all three bondsmen, and copies were . left 
with them. The next move'will be the filing 
of the bills in the courts against the bonds- 
men. 

The suits will drag along in all probability 
until the assignee has pretty well settled up 
the affairs of the broken banking firm of E. 
S. Dreyer & Co. If all legal technicalities 
which will be raised to protect the bonds- 
men ‘are not entertained by the courts, the 
bondsmen will probably come in along with 
the other creditors of the firm in the final 
division of the assets. 

Suit Agninst Dreyer’s Partner. 

Robert Berger, the partner of Banker 
Dreyer, was made a defendant yesterday in 
a suit in debt for $18,000 begun in the Circuit 
Court by Helen L. Kadish, Judge Elbridge 
Hanecy, and Edward Bertalot, adminis- 
trators of the estate of Leopold Kadish, de- 
ceased. The Kadish estate obtained some 
time ago a judgment in the Circuit Court 
against Dreyer for $17,000 upon a note guar- 

‘anteed by him. The case was taken to the 
Appellate Court by Dreyer, the surety on his 
appeal bond being the present defendant. 
The higher court dismissed the appeal, and 
the Kadish estate seeks to recover the 
amount of the judgment and costs from 
Berger as surety on the appeal bond 
Shaping Van Nortwick Affairs. 

Congressman Hopkins, who has charge of 
the settlement of the Van Nortwick affairs 
at Batavia, Ill., and Appleton, Wis., was in 
town yesterday on his way to Washington. 
He said schedules of the Van Nortwick 
property are now being prepared for submis- 
sion to the creditors. Abstracts are being 
brought down to show titles, and the busi- 
ness of the firm is being put in shape gener- 
ally. Depositors in the Batavia Bank, it is 
said, now feel certain they will suffer no 
loss. 

The Van Nortwceks have so far been un- 
able to dispose of the bonds of the Combined 
Locks Paper company at Appleton, which 
were given the Atlas National Bank as col- 
lateral on the loan for $300,000. 

The Clearing-House has ample funds of 
the Atlas to pay back the $600.000 advanced 
the Atlas for liquidation, without touching 

jthe Van Nortwick bonds. and they.,will be 
returned to the Atlas. This will force the 
affairs of the firm to a crisis, as collection 
will be insisted upon. 

The propostion now before the creditors is 
to place the Van -Nortwick property, 
wherever found, in the hands of a trustee, in 
order to obtain an extension in time. Such 
arrangements will probably be made within 
the next ten days. 


JACOBS SPOILS A CALUMET STORY. 


Stolen Papers, He Says, Had No Con- 
nection with Any Suit Against 


National Bank of Illinois. 
/ . 


The Calumet Electric deal, which was the 
primary cause of the suspension of the Na- 
tional Bank of Illinois, sprang into prom- 
inence again yesterday in a lengthy story 
about Col. W. V. Jacobs and his relations 
with the suspended bank in 1893. The story 
stopped just at the point it began to become 
interesting, for it left out all the latter day 
history of the Calumet Electric loan in the 
National Bank of Illinois, when the bank 
was being ruined in the speculation. 

The publication of the story, however, had 
the effect of stirring up a report that papers 
had been stolen from Col. Jacobs, which pre- 
vented the prosecution of some lawsuit he 
had with the officials of the suspended bank 
for an accounting. 

Col. Jacobs denied most emphatically yes- 
terday afternoon that he had any suit with 
the bank or anybody connected withit. The 
only suit he had, he. said, was the one now 
in the United States courts, wherein his 
sister-in-law, Florence Woods, sues for an 
accounting tn the Blue Island Electric line. 
An examination confirms Col Jacobs’ state- 
ment. In thissuit W. H. Gorman, his former 


private secretary, is accused of betraying. 


his confidence, but no charge of having 
stolen papers is made directly. 

** Some of my papers showing my transac- 
tions with the National Bank of Illinois 
were stolen from my office when I was build- 
ing the Calumet Electric,”’ said Col. Jacobs. 
* There was nothing of a sensational nature 
about them, as they referred to legitimate 
transactions which I cannot conceive were 
anybody’s business.”’ 

After the Calumet pioneer had dictated 

,this much he shut off any more specific in- 
formation, making a generai denial of the 
many statements he had been credited with. 

‘The truth seems to be,” said a director 
of the National Bank of Illinois, “ that Col. 
Jacobs had certain papers taken from his 
office by some one. These papers have been 
sold to a morning paper. It will give Col. 
Jacobs a chance to get his papers back. The 
result does not concern the bank at all, as 
Col. Jacobs has made no complaint about

Altgeld’s interference in the conduct 
of park boards was so impertinent and out- 
rageous that gentlemen of the character of 
Andrew Crawford and Robert Waller retired 
from such place. The West Park Commis- 
sioners, meaning well, no doubt, met Alt- 
geld’s demand for Dreyer’s appointment by 
taking the funds from trusty hande and 
givi them to a financier who within a 
very brief period was proved a bankrupt.

And they suffered by their con- 
fidence in the Governor of Illinois, who 
himeelf is not of the toiling mass, but of 
the scheming few, whom he so often de- 
nounced, 

No man in the gubernatorial office of IIli- 
nois ever so prostituted his place to his 
selfish interest as Altgeld. Other men have 
used the place for political advancement, but 
hig scheme was to take care of himself in 
all respects, no matter what woe came upon 
others, He borrowed money from some and 
sought to borrow from many dof his ap- 
pointees. Even’ so small a place as the 
Public Administrator of Cook County did 
not escape his greedy clutch. Every alle 
gation that was made in the campaign by 
Mr. Forman respecting Altgeld’s misuse of 
his place to bolster himself financially was 
true, and every time he denied them Altgeld 
added perjury to his soul. 

We have yet to see how the Governor's 
various appointees in Illinois charged with 
fiduciary trusts will meet the demands upon 
them for an accounting. 


FARSON HAS A TALK WITH ECKELS. 


Discusses the Actual Value of the Cal- 
umet Electric Road Paving the 
Way to a Possible Sale. 


Washington, D. C., Jan. 6.—[Special.}— 
President Farson of the Calumet Electric 
road had a conference with Controller Eckeis 
today relative to his property. 

He gave the Controller facts and figures to 
show what the road is worth, what its pros- 
pects are, the condition of road-bed and roll- 
ing stock, and generally the value of the 
property as an asset. 

Mr. Farson was joined by Mr. Leach dur- 
ing the day and later left for New York. 

It is understood that the principal motive 
of the visit to the Controller of the Currency 
was to pave the way for a sale of the prop- 
erty in New York, to accomplish which offi- 
clal action may be necessary. 

As Controller Eckels will be in Chicago 
next week to sign the dividend checks he 
will improve the opportunity to acquaint 
himself in a general way with the value of 
all the assets, and particularly of the Calu- 
met Electric. 


BENNETT'S CHANCE FOR A NEW LIFE. 


Judge Sears Offers a Modern Jean Val- 


jean an Opportunity if Some One 
Lends a Helping Hand. 


Matthew Bennett, twice a convict and 
now pleading guilty to a third offense in 
Judge Sears’ court, has experienced some- 
thing of the same ill luck that pursued Jean 
Valjean, if his story is true, in that a reputa- 
tion once smirched would not let him return 
to a life of industry and obedience to the law. 

Judge Sears feels so much sympathy for 
the prisoner that he has offered him a chance 
to start a new career after serving one year 
for the crime of highway robbery, to which 
he has just pleaded guilty. The condition is 
that some citizen, Knowing the full facts 
in the case, shall agree to take Bennett into 
his employ at living wages at the expiration 
of his year’s sentence. If such a volunteer 


does not come forward Bennett must con- 


tinue serving a fourteen years’ sentence 
under the habitual criminal act. 

The prisoner is grateful to the court for 
even that chance of deliverance after he 
shall have made expiation for his last crime, 
although no friend has yet appeared who 
will comply with the condition that will 
insure his freedom. He has one year in 
which to hope. Being a shoemaker by trade, 
he prays that some brother shoemaker will 
take pity on him and give him the coveted 
chance to earn a livelihood. He says he is 
ready to be the slave of the man who be- 
comes his deliverer. 

By an agreement with attorneys, Judge 
Sears yesterday entered an order imposing 
sentence upon Bennett, which is to take 
effect after three days. TRat time is al- 
lowed to find some one who will engage to 
become the convict’s employer a year later. 
Then Bennett will go back to a cell and 
stripes for one year—or fourteen. 

Bennett is an American, 30 years of age. 
He has spent most of his life in Chicago. 
His first conviction was for stealing a trunk 
containing some women’scloaks. Heserved 
his time for that and found it hard to get 
employment after regaining his freedom, 
he says, and found himself constantly 
dogged by the police, who seemed to think 
he must be hunting chances for new depre- 
dations against property rights. 

One day he took his vengeance upon a 
policeman, he told the court, who was ar- 
resting him on a petty charge, by hitting 
him over the head with aclub. That sealed 
his fate and the police pushed the case. 
against him as an ex-penitentiary “ bird ”’ 
untdl they got him returned to prison on his . 
second sentence... When he came out life 
was harder with him than before. Times 
were harder, and so was his reputation. 

Resolved to lead a new life, he secured 
work under the name of James Tracy on 
the steamer Marquette, owned by the Flint 
and Pére Marquette company, which plys 
between here and Milwaukee. He says he 
was getting his grip*back upon prosperity 
when the officers learned that he was an 
ex-convict and he lost his job. He then be- 
came a dock hand and was doing ‘fairly well 
when his bad name again pursued him and 
he was thrown into idleness. Then he could 
not get work at all and often went hungry. 

After weeks of idleness and finally two 
days of absolute hunger, without any pros- 
pect of getting food, he held up John 
Dryadags, a Pole, who had displayed $10, 
and took his money. That was the crime 
to which he pleaded guilty in Judge Sears’ 
court yesterday and which will compel his 
serving at least a year’s sentence. 

The court and both attorneys agreed on 
the strength of the man’s statement that he 
had enough of good in. him to deserve saving. 
If any citizen wishes to take on himself the 
conditions which shall earn Bennett free- 
dom he can confer with Judge Sears, Mr. 
Hawley, or Mr. Olsen. 


PINE STREET RESIDENTS MUST PAY. 


Lincoln Park Board Favors the Boule- 
varding Plan, but Has No Funds 
to Defray the Cost. 


The Lincoln Park Board at its meeting 
yesterday afternoon discussed the steps that 
should be taken by property-owners on Pine 
street toward having their Streets boule- 
varded. , : 

An ordinance to boulevard that street be- 
tween ‘Chicago avenue and Ohio street 
passed the Council Monday night, and a 
copy of that ordinance was put before the 
board.
